The former, 
in commenting on conditions in the Chicago district, 
says, for example, that “The volume of payments 
through the banks sustains high level and is a favora- 
ble index of the extending activity in commerce. Cur- 
rent operations show steady progress, aided by more 
seasonable weather, the desire to push construction, 
and wider demands in the leading industrial and dis- 
tributive branches.” Dun’s general review remarks, 
“Nearly every report from the large trade centers is 
of transactions well above last year and of a bright 
outlook for the new season.” Bradstreet’s report on 
the general situation says: “Summed up, the turn- 
over is larger than it was last year, but the point is 
that trade does not measure up to anticipations, which 
were keyed up to a high point.”

or unhealthful. It may in this way be possible to head 
off a broadside aimed at the canning industry. If the 
matter is laid before Mr. McClure in time, and the pos- 
sible injury to the canning industry resulting from the 
publication to the entire nation of an article based on 
misapprehention of the actual facts or truth is pointed 
out to him, he would hardly go ahead with it, it seems 
to us. 

The national officers are respectfully requested to 
take cognizance of our suggestion. They have an op- 
portunity to render the canners of the country a valu- 
able service. 


The Retailer’s Kaswtaiee al Canned Goods. 


Interstate Grocer, published at St. Louis, has 

ideas about what the canned goods packers 

should do for the retailers of their products. 
These observations, for example, were part of an edito- 
rial in its last issue, discussing the domestic parcels 
post proposition. 

The canner should make a friend of the dealer. If the 
retailers can be shown that all that is claimed for canned 
goods is true (and to the credit of the canners be it said 
that there is usually higher quality in tinned foods than 
in fresh vegetables and fruits bought on the open market) 
they will push the: sale of them. 

Another reason for any lack of activity on the part of the 
retail dealer in aiding the packer is that no one tells the 
former of all the merits of the different brands he handles. 
It is true that he can cut a can and taste the contents, but 
at that he is no expert; he does not know all the particulars 
in which such commodities excel; he cannot make a con- 
vincing argument unless he has full knowledge.

GROCERS TO OPPOSE DATING. 

The question of whether canned goods should be 
dated has bobbed up again. Where is the necessity 
of marking the date upon tinned food? Canned prod- 
ucts keep better than any other food article not pre- 
pared and sealed thus, then why is the Department of 
Agriculture so anxious that each can be dated? The

Canner, while trying to educate the consumer, should also 
see to it that the retailer is given a few pointers. No one 
can push goods he knows no more about than that they are 
““peas’’ or ‘‘corn’’ or ‘‘tomatoes.’’ Show him that he can 
make a living profit and tell him all about your goods, Mr. 
Canner, and you will find that your sales will pick .p and 
that the assistance you get will not be of a ‘‘ passive nature.’’ 

If the retail grocers of the United States know no 
more about canned goods than one would suspect from 
reading the Interstate Grocer’s remarks, then they not 
only need “a few pointers,” but they need them badly. 
We certainly thought that the grocers knew more 
about canned goods than that they were merely “peas” 
or “corn” or “tomatoes.” What on earth is the reason 
they don’t know any more than this, with all their op- 
portunities as buyers and sellers, cutting cans with the 
packers’ special representatives and with the whole- 
salers’ salesmen, to learn? They can’t be as ignorant 
concerning canned goods as the Interstate Grocer 
makes out; we dont’ believe they are.

Soldering Flux 
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There is no denying that spot trading, so far as the local 
market is coneerned, is slow. However, jobbers here are 
doing a splendid business on all lines of canned goods and 
would be buying 1909 packing more freely excepting that, as 
they assert, they had bigger stocks than they thought. These 
stocks, of course, are being rapidly cut down by the active 
distribution of the retail trade and it would therefore seem 
certain that the wholesale grocers before long will be more 
in evidence as buyers. Food products of practically every 
description are going out in good volume to all parts of the 
country, and the abnormally high prices on meats and other 
food products are a factor in increasing the consuming de- 
mand for some lines of canned goods. Yet, notwithstand- 
ing that first-hands, so far, are not receiving the benefit of 
the active consumption, they should begin to feel it before 
very much longer. 

Some of the Chicago buyers are talking about the threat- 
ened railroad firemen’s strike and giving it as a reason for 
not buying canned goods in larger quantities. One local 
buyer who had been figuring on a big block of goods cut 
his order down to a comparatively small lot, alleging his 
reason to be the possibility of a strike which would tie up 
the transportation lines. At least this shows the conserva- 
tism of the Chicago canned goods wholesalers. 


Tomatoes—Spots are weak and at present inactive. A 
number of small deals have been put through on Indiana 
tomatoes, but there is no activity at the moment and no 
big lots are being traded in, though some of the Maryland 
tomatoes sold through Baltimore brokers at the recent de- 
cline were bought by Chicago, and, according to report, some 
of the business was on a speculative basis, tomatoes at 70 
Chicago looking good for a profit. In regard to Chicago job- 
bers’ attitude toward spots in general, the claim has been 
made that they still have on hand a portion of the tomatoes 
that were purchased awhile back when the Eastern market 
was around 60c f. o. b. Indiana spot tomatoes are selling, 
on limited offerings, at, in some instances, down to 671%4¢, 
f. o. b. factory. Not many tomatoes from that State, how- 
ever, are offered, though some few packers appear to be clean- 
ing up their floors. We have been able to hear of but a lim- 
ited amount of future business, and that on Eastern packing. 
By all accounts Maryland canners will not accept less than 
67\4e for future standard 3s. A very little future business 
has been done for account of Indiana canners, on the basis 
of 77%e delivered Chicago, or 72%4c f. o. b.; but buyers in 
this market are not really taking hold of 1910 tomatoes. 

Maryland reports continue to show weakness in that direc- 
tion, packers letting their goods go in a way, and at prices, 
which apparently encourage buyers to try for a still further 
concession. It appears that 62144¢ tomatoes have stimulated 
the demand from the jobbing trade, but they haven’t begun 
‘‘laying in a supply,’’ simply continuing to take in goods 
in only such quantities as are required to handle the current

Peas—The feeling among Wisconsin packers has strength. 
ened. The feeling up there has been pretty thoroughly gone 
over and the fact has been shown that packers’ stocks of 
cheap peas have been materially reduced by the buying of 
the last two or three weeks. Jobbers, however, continue 
looking for cheap grades at prices around 60¢ to 62% Chi- 
cago, but are not getting them like they recently were, A 
big business, aggregating a good many thousand cases, was 
done in spot peas in Chicago last week, mostly cheap grades, 
although not entirely so. In regard to futures, jobbers in 
Chicago are buying mainly from factories in whose goods 
they have a trade worked up. Aside from this, there is not 
much future pea business being done at present, though the 
advance orders booked in the country have totaled up in 
pretty good shape. 


Asparagus—Sales of future asparagus to Chicago jobbers 
are not up to last year’s business, partially due to the fact 
that they still have some little stock of last year’s packing 
unsold, and therefore do not see any necessity for jumping 
in immediately for 1910 requirements. There have been a 
good many rumors of late in regard to price concessions, 
though they are difficult to run down. Packers, however, 
are undoubtedly willing to shade prices for desirable orders, 
though each packer’s representative denies that he is mak- 
ing concessions, charging it always up to the other fellow. 

String Beans—There is a demand for string beans, but 
not any real activity this week. The Baltimore market is 
in strong shape at 52%4c to 55¢ per dozen. A report from 
there quotes No. 3 standard green string beans at 85c, No.

CONTAINERS. 

The Kansas State Board of Health recently issued 
to inspectors the following letter: ony 

“There has recently been examined in the food la- 
boratory a quart can of pickles, put up in dilute vine- 
gar, which can had the usual zine top, into which is 
set a porcelain or glass protection. The pickles in this 
can had caused sickness in two members of a family. 

“Upon examination the pickles were found to con- 
tain 0.125 per cent of metallic zinc, or in the whole can 
53-5 grains of crystallized zinc acetate, which would 
account for the cases of sickness. 

“It is held, therefore, that all food products put up 
in.any material. of acid nature and contained in jars 
with zinc tops are illegal, in that there will sooner 
or later be added to such product a poisonous quantity 
of zinc, detrimental to the health of the consumer.” 

The Board has also expressed its opinion that this 
regulation would appeal with equal force to galvanized 
iron containers which, in their opinion, should not be 
used in canning factories.

Epiror CANNER: The spot tomato market has been dull and 
inactive for the past two weeks. But little business has been 
hooked. The market is a bit weaker generally, but the packers 
in this immediate section have not been inclined to shade 65e 
for full standard 3s, and we doubt if many of them could be 
persuaded to shade this figure to any extent. 

We do not believe that the situation warrants the present 
weak situation on spot tomatoes, yet there are some packers, 
and, at times, quite a few who are easily scared, and who are 
easily bluffed into selling at a concession by some jobber, or 
more often some broker. rhere is no doubt in the world but 
that the statistical position of spot tomatoes is very strong, and 
we can conceive of no excuse why they should be sold so cheap. 
As far as we are able to note conditions, packers in this 
state are not making as heavy preparations to can as here- 
tofore. If one would drive or motor through this section, he 
would note but little plowing done. 

There is some business being done on future tomatoes, but 
ecanners generally are not anxious to take on business at the 
present prices. ‘ ; = a

Epirork CANNER: Sales of future Maine fancy corn con- 
tinue satisfactorily, as a rule, but I think, while not as large 
as usual with some few packers, the net result is fully as good 


satisfactory prices for it. The opening figures were low and 
the trade recognized it as a fact; but I want it distinctly 
understood that every indication now points to an immediate 
advance—in fact, the bidding for lower figures only serves to 
irritate the sellers. Futures were sold f. 0. b. different points, 
for from 85¢ up to 9244¢, and standards, in limited lots, from 
72M%e to 7T7%e. I doubt if packers would sell more of this 
grade until conditions are better developed. 

The acreage secured, even at the advance given to the farm- 
ers, is not up to the average. This is the more noteworthy, be- 
cause, even at lower figures, the farmers out of Maine are 
willing to plant, and packers who are ‘‘ignorant’’ of the law 
against mislabeling, are willing to pay. This apparent paradox 
is easily solved by business men with short and receptive ears. 

Taken as a while, if weather conditions are favorable, the 
Maine packer has little to complain of so far, but buyers of 
futures may have much to repent of if they do not soon cover 
their wants. The market is very strong,—there is no disputing 
this,—and there is a cause for it. 

The small spot stocks of fancy corn from $1.00 to $1.15, 
will all be sold long before the new pack is ready. The call 
for standard is incessant, but buyers are unwilling to pay 85e. 

The market for No. 10 apples is very quiet at $2.25 for good 
standard, but there is plenty of old and rejected stock held out 
of the state, while a few very choice packs are held at $2.50 
Portland. They are held, not sold. I can safely say that, good, 
bad and indifferent, with an average demand, there is none 
too many. 

The future canned lobster market is strong, and, strange as 
it may seem, is well sold up. At Halifax prices are higher, in 
proportion, than here. Very little spot stock is held-in New 
England.

Epiror CANNER: Market conditions remain extremely 
favorable for those who still have any stocks to offer. The 
better grades, with the exception of sockeyes, are in the 
hands of the jobbers, and there has been considerable trading 
between those who bought liberally and those whose stocks 
ran short. The demand for red salmon is still persistent, and 
jobbers who had the foresight to purchase for resale have been 
making good profits. Coast jobbers who have any surplus of 
reds are holding firmly at $1.35 per dozen and medium reds 
are offered at $1.20, 5¢ in advance of even the opening price of 
reds themselves. The prevailing price on pinks still remains 
at 6714c, although.many holders, in view of the steadily in- 
creasing demand, are asking as high as 75c. Supplies of pinks 
are still liberal, and so far there is no anticipation of any 
shortage before the arrival of the new pack, though stock will 
undoubtedly be well cleaned out of first hands by the end of 
the season. The movement, which up until a few weeks ago, 
was rather quiet, has revived and large shipments are going in 
all directions. This grade is evidently taking the place of reds 
to a large extent in markets where pinks have previously been 
almost unknown. For instance, shipments during the past few 
months to Europe have been made up largely of this grade, a 
condition which has never before existed. It all looks good to 
the packers of this grade, who are very optimistic over the 
wider market which they are developing. 

Brokers are not willing to commit themselves on the actual 
volume of future business, but state that sufficient orders are 
booked subject to approval of prices to presage a rapid clean- 
up on this grade in the fall. Some packers are frank in ac- 
knowledging that they have sold their entire packs in advance. 

Following are prices on grades remaining in first hands, 
quoted f. o. b., Pacific coast terminals:

EpiroR CANNER: For practically all the principal canned 
goods commodities the local situation has developed into a 
traders’ market. Buyers are seeking some lines of goods, it is 
true, but they are getting them, in most cases, at their own 
prices. There seems to be no incentive for the big buyers to 
come forward for stock to anticipate possible later wants. In 
point of fact buyers appear to be content to follow the mar- 
ket. The hand to mouth policy that has been such a marked 
feature in this market for so long, has not’ been profitable for 
the packer. No more has it been conducive to increased con- 
sumption of canned goods. It is true that of late there has 
been noted a somewhat larger distribution of the principal 
staples in vegetables and fish, but some investigation in retail

10¢ to 14e a can; peas, 15¢; corn, 15c; string beans 15e Ae 
California peaches, extra standards, 20¢ to 25¢ a ean. No, 91 
He pointed out that the prices now quoted have not varied 7 
six or eight months, although the cost at wholesale has declined 
on some of the products named. The retailer, he said is in 
some instances carrying stock two years old, and is complaining 
that he finds demand slow. In this connection he said: : 

‘*T do not believe there is a doubt but that one of the chief 
reasons for the slow sale of canned goods is to be found in the 
fact that retailers are not disposed to meet conditions. Thera 
can be no doubt but that if the retail dealer would make lower 
prices on some of these commodities, there would be a larger 
sale. The average retailer is not a merchant. He does not 
know how to trade, nor does he show any signs of waking up 
to the conditions that confront him. The so-called price cutters 
—department stores and chain store dealers, are making little 
impression for the reason that in a good many cases the loy 
priced goods they put out as leaders are cheap in quality, and 
do not tend to encourage the consumer to come back ‘again, 
What the canned goods business needs is some direct adver. 
tising to the consumer. The canners want to tell their story 
of cost simply, and put out good goods. It seems to mé to be 
idle to expect the retailer to meet conditions. They won’t doit 
unless forced by outside interests. ’’ 

Brokers in this market have found a larger buying of peas 
by jobbers as a result of the increasing disposition shown by 
the packers to accept bids at concessions. A good many cheap 
peas have been picked up locally, and at the close there was a 
rather moderate offering in the cheap stock. In most eases 
sales were noted at from 60c to 65¢ per dozen here. It is 
said that practically all the goods offered at these figures are 
off in quality, and there seems to have been a good deal of 
haste on the part of holders to sell. So far as can be learned 
there is little or no stock offered in good grades under 75¢ to 
771%4e per dozen, and some sellers are refusing to accept less 
than S0e for an acceptable extra standard. As a result of the 
big buying in the several grades some of the packers are 
reporting stocks as pretty closely cleaned up. There seems to 
be little or no stock in the finer sorts in state peas now on offer. 
There is an easier market here on cheap string beans, and sales 
of some very ordinary stock have been made in the last few 
days down to 52%4¢ to 55¢ per dozen here for Southern stock. 
This market seems to be pretty well stocked with the low 
grades in No. 4’s and cuts of state packing.

at 75¢ to $244¢ on the standard grades, and here and there sales 
of fancy are noted at 85¢ to 90¢ per dozen. There seems to 
be little stock to be had in spot Maine corn, and a range of 
$1.00 to $1.10 per dozen is quoted. There are still some offer- 
ings in future Maine corn to be had at 85c¢ to 90¢ per dozen 
f. o. b. Portland, Maine, but as a rule the larger packers have 
sold about as much stock in advance of the pack as they care 
to sell for the present. A good deal of attention has been paid 
to Southern Maine style corn, and the market on futures is de- 
cidedly stronger according to late advices. It is conceded in 
local jobbing circles that the market for corn is in good shape. 
There has been a more active distribution of the product than 
of any other article in the whole list, except salmon. The 
market looks to favor a higher level of values this side of the 
new pack. : 

The weakness in tomatoes has continued prominent, and in 
the absence of any important buying interest the tendency 
seems to be lower. It is easy to get stock at 6214c regular f. o. 
pb. factory, on fair sized lots in full standard grades, and local 
buyers are less disposed to bid above 60e f. o. b. factory. It 
cannot be learned, however, that any sales have been made at 
the low figure. Here and there some packers are declining to 
sell under 65¢ regular f. o. b. factory for No. 3s. This simply 
means that they are out of the market, pending a change for 
the better in the situation. No. 2s are quoted at 47%4e to 50e 
regular f. o. b. factory. The movement is slow. No. 10s are 
less easy to find at $1.75 factory, but there is a good deal of 
stock offered at $1.85 and $1.90 factory. At $2 per dozen 
delivered a good deai of stock could be picked up here and 
there. New Jersey No. 3s are available on the spot at 75¢ per 
dozen. Best gallons under packers’ labels are held at $2.25 
per dozen here. With the market in its unsatisfactory condi- 
tion for spot goods it is difficult to arouse any interest in 1910 
pack on contracts. There is a free offering from the South, 
but packers are not disposed to concede anything to buyers. 
The 1910 cost to pack, as figured out by some interests, will be 
fully 68144¢ per dozen f. o.. b. factory, and jobbers are not 
prepared to pay this figure yet. 

There has been a cut of 10¢ per dozen from the opening 
prices on 1910 pack California asparagus by one or more of the 
outside packers. This cut up to now has been met by the asso- 
ciation. The market is a trader’s game so far as asparagus is 
eoncerned, and there is little important business passing. On 
the basis of the cut it is said some fair sized contracts were 
booked. The cut was made to apply on all grades except soup 
tips and No. 1 tall salmon cans. The buyers seem to be 
waiting for the market to settle down to a steady basis. Spot 
asparagus is held more firmly on white tips and the medium 
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grades, but there is no big buying, as jobbers carry most of 
the stock. 

Salmon is firm, and the demand is good. A range of $1.50 
to $1.55 per dozen is given on No. 1 and Alaska talls. Spot 
pink salmon is quotable at 80c¢ to 85¢ here. It is still possible, 
to buy at 67\%e f. o. b. coast. Stocks out here are esti- 
mated at less than 100,000 cases. No. 1 tall Cohoe salmon is 
firmer at $1.30-here. Flats can be had at $1.35 per dozen 
here. There is a moderate call for sockeye salmon and Colum- 
bia river salmon from second hands. During the week the 
Texan landed about 82,962 cases of canned salmon. This lot 
was the cargo of the Isthmian from San Francisco and shipped 
over the Tehuantepec route. The bulk of the stock, it is said, 
was pink fish, and comes largely on delivery orders. No talk 
of opening prices on the 1909 salmon pack is heard yet. Do- 
mestic sardines are a little firmer on both oils and mustards, 
and the tendency is higher. The new season begins on April 
15, but none of the packers is quoting future prices. 

There is a decided absence of demand from first hands 
for most fruits, and in peaches and pineapples there seems to 
be a little pressure to sell. State gallon apples are firm with 
$2.60 to $2.75 per dozen quoted. Here and there a little 
business has been done at $2.50 factory. Other fruits meet 
no more than a jobbing business.

EpitorR CANNER: I am unable to report any improvement in 
the spot tomato situation. In fact business was done last 
week at 62144¢ less 114 per cent, which was a decline of the 
discount, as the lowest price I had heard of the week previous 
for standard goods was 6214c net. Quite a good many holders 
now seem willing to sell at 6214¢ less 11%4 per cent, f. o. b., but 
even this figure does not tempt the buyers to stock up. It is 
true that there was an increase in the dealing last week, 
caused, doubtless by the concession, and quite a good lot of 
tomatoes changed hands, but the jobbers still maintain the 
position of not stocking up, and are only buying from hand 
to mouth, and for immediate needs. New York City and 
Eastern buyers claim that they will be able to buy at 60¢ dur- 
ing the next two weeks, and judging from the course of the 
market during the past month, it would not surprise me to see 
a 60c market as predicted by these bears. But there is no sense 
or reason in the present situation. It is simply a case of a 
panic amongst some of the holders. The statistical position 
does not at all warrant this present demoralization. There 
would be just as many tomatoes wanted by jobbers and con- 
sumed by the public if the packers were getting 70¢ as there 
are now wanted when some of the holders are selling at 62M%e. 
It seems to me that with some of the tomato owners it is 
simply a question of ‘‘getting from under at any cost or 
sacrifice. ’’ 

A change in the market wiil surely come before next packing 
season, and then some of these very men who have been throw- 
ing their goods away will be kicking themselves because they 
did not hold on to their stock. The situation on 2s continues 
very strong, and the stock of this size can is getting rapidly 
cleaned up. Is it not a: peculiar condition to see 2s selling at 
within 10e per dozen of the price of 3s? Yet such is the 
fact, for 2s are going out at 50¢c and 5244c and will likely be 
higher rather than lower. 

There is a good deal of talk going around that some of 
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the large tomato packers are holding the market down for a 
purpose, not only for spots, but also for futures. It is reported 
that their idea is that if the market on spots can be kept down 
to 6214¢ for a few weeks and the market on futures to 674%4c 
it will have the effect of discouraging many of the country to- 
mato packers from making large preparations for the com- 
ing season, and thus a healthier market will be in evidence 
next fall. Some people say there is concerted action to this 
end, but whether this is true or not I am unable to say. Judg- 
ing from the trend of the market all along, it certainly would 
seem that there is some foundatiom for these reports, but 
it seems to me that it is rather an expensive way to bring 
about better conditions, for somebody is losing money on 
every case of spots sold under 72%e and on every case of 
futures sold below 70c. There is quite a large inquiry for 
futures, but it is impossible to do much actual business. Buyers 
want to purehase at 65c, and this is no wonder, when the 
present spot market is taken into consideration. It is 
sible to purchase some good brands at 6744c, but the jobbers 
are very indifferent and thus the trading is light. 

Spot corn continues very firm, and the market tends upward. 
Future corn is stronger, it being now impossible to buy 
standard Maine style at 62%c f. o. b., this price having been 
withdrawn. The market ranges from 65¢ to 671%4e according 
to the brand and quality. 

String beans remain firm at 55e 
tendency.

Peas are dull, especially for the sifted grades. There is a 
fair demand for seconds and cheap standards, and these 
will be pretty well cleaned up before new packing opens. Every 
indication now points to a late season, for the winter is running 
well into the spring all over this section, and vegetation 
held back, the being at least two weeks behind 
the average. 

There was some demand last week for pears and apples, and 
both are in strong position, on account of the small stocks.

There is no change to report in the small fruit market, ex- 
cept that there was a better inquiry last week for blackberries, 
raspberries, gooseberries and cherries, all of which are in very 
light supply, and will be cleaned up before the new season.

EpitoR CANNER: For the most part the situation offers little 
encouragement for special activity in any line. Local buyers 
are not adding to their holdings except as they actually need 
stock to carry them along.

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VOIGT REPORTS LESS PEAS IN WISCONSIN CANNERS’ 
HANDS THAN LAST YEAR. 

Secretary Charles Voigt, of the Wisconsin Pea 
Packers’ Association, has just completed a canvass of 
that state to ascertain the quantity of peas unsold in 
first hands in Wisconsin. Very complete returns were 
received and he advises THE CANNER that the reports 
show that the packers’ holdings are smaller than at 
the corresponding date last year. In his communica- 
tion to THe CANNER he also discusses market con- 
ditions and urges packers to decrease their 1910 acre- 
age. He says: 

“Referring to conversation had with you the other 
day while in Chicago regarding the amount of canned 
spot peas on hand in Wisconsin, and market condi- 
tions, I wish to say that as secretary of the Wisconsin 
Pea Packers’ Association I sent out a circular letter to 
members asking for the number of cases of canned 
peas on hand and unsold: March 1, 1910, and March 1, 
1909.. I now have replies from all but two members. 
I do not feel myself at liberty to give you the exact 
figures, but will say that the compilation shows that 
there are some less canned peas on hand unsold and in 
canners’ hands March 1, 1910, than there were a year 
ago at the same time. Many of the older packers are 
entirely sold out. The larger holdings appear to be 
in the hands of the newer factories. ‘The investiga- 
tion of the situation in this state seems to reveal the 
fact that there are not nearly the number of cases of 
goods in the hands of canners as is generally claimed 
by buyers. The amount on hand should be ahgorbed 
between now and the time when the new crop comes 
in: Belief in an apparent excessive supply of spot 
peas in packers’ hands has been created by the fact 
that some of the packers have offered their goods 
through more than one broker in the same market. 
The effect has been that buyers have ‘seen double.’ 
This is bad practice on the part of canners. 

“Pea canners generally are not looking for lower 
prices, but hope for an advance in the market. Most 
of the canners have not made a profit this year ; many 
have made heavy losses. Canned goods, and espe- 
cially canned peas, in my estimation, must sell. at a 
higher range of prices or canners cannot stay in busi- 
ness. Although there is much discussion about the 
average cost of canned peas, I have not heard anyone 
who claims that he can pack peas at 55 cents delivered 
Chicago, although I have been advised that some sales 
have been made at that figure recently. The man who 
sells at such prices must stand prepared to soon sign 
a petition in bankruptcy, or must call in an assessment 
from innocent stockholders, whom he has in all prob- 
ability misinformed of the cause of the loss. On the 
other hand, the broker who advises such sales for the 
sake of getting a commission is working in the inter- 
ests of the buyer and not in the interests of the seller. 

“No commodity will long sell at below the cost of 
production. Canned peas, in my estimation, would ere 
this have been selling at a higher range of values were 
it not for the fact that promoters had unreasonably in- 
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creased the number of factories, addino +h; 
which need not be taken into consider eon saan 
uring the price at which other commodities ait a 
general law, however, governing what a given = 
modity must sell for is there, and it will operat: yd 
though we have this added element. =.

The Importance of Pure Water for Use in Canned Goods and 
Food Products. 

Waters are usually spoken of as either surface water, the 
source being streams or lakes, or ground water, supplied by 
springs and wells. In either case more or less matter will be 
held in suspension or solution and constituting in many cases 
very objectionable impurities, though in other cases impart- 
ing desirable qualities to the water. When it is of any 
objectionable nature it is of importance that these substances 
should be removed. Surface waters are much more liable to 
contain matter in suspension and are more subject to pollu- 
tion, while the ground waters as a rule carry considerable 
larger amounts of the soluble salts taken up from the soil 
through which they have passed, imparting a greater or less 
degree of hardness and some other objectionable qualities. 
For the packer or food manufacturer water should be reason- 
ably free from any suspicion of pollution as well as free from 
any substances which impart undesirable qualities to the fin- 
ished product or prove objectionable when used for boiler or 
other purposes. 

The impurities contained in water will, of course, depend 
upon the character of the ground with which it has been in 
contact and usually consist of both soluble and insoluble 
matter. The common soluble impurities found in water will 
include bicarbonates, sulphates and chlorides of calcium and 
magnesium, chloride, sulphate and carbonate of soda, silica, 
iron and organie matter. The insoluble impurities are sand, 
clay and organic matter. Suspended matter, from which the 
ground waters are usually quite free, having been subjected 
to filtration through the soil, are readily removed by sedi 
mentation or filtration with or without the use of pre¢ipitat- 
ing agents such as alum or iron salts. The soluble impuri- 
ties are much more difficult to remove, special treatment 
being required, either with or without sedimentation or filtra- 
tion. 

With respect to the soluble impurities water is classed as 
hard, soft, saline or alkaline. Hard water is usually de- 
seribed as one which will precipitate or curdle soap when in 
solution. This is due to reaction between the soda in the 
soap and salts held in solution in the water, the hard water 
containing one or more of the salts of calcium, magnesium, 
iron or aluminum in solution which form insoluble com- 
pounds on reacting with the fatty acids of the soap. Hard 
ness due to the presence of bicarbonates of calcium and 
magnesium and removed by boiling the water is described as 
temporary hardness. The neutral carbonates of calcium and 
magnesium are insoluble, but if carbon dioxide is present in 
the water they dissolve, probably forming bicarbonates. If 
such water is boiled the carbon dioxide is driven off and 
neutral carbonates again form, which are precipitated. If 
the caleium or magneisum is present as chloride or sulphate, 
the hardness is not affected by boiling and is termed perma- 
nent hardness. Such hardness can only be removed by chem- 
ical means.

When possible, of course, the water supply should oo

sidered in luecating a factory, but in most cases the boijl 
water at least will need some treatment, and this ig an = 
portant item on account of the large amount of steam sas 
in packing establishments. Aside from the treatment of 
the water including sedimentation or filtration, ig emplo a 
the treatment of the water for boiler purposes will hs 
include removal of iron salts and other objectionable mat- 
ter, giving a desirable water supply for the packing of food 
products, unless the treatment would include the introdye. 
tion of some chemical which would be objectionable if intro- 
duced into food products. ; 

A great many processes for treatment of water have been 
proposed, including treatment of the water both inside and 
outside of the boilers. Outside treatment is, for a number 
of reasons, preferable to treatment of the water in the boiler 
as the substances removed do not in such a case not only not 
enter the boiler but treatment of the entire water supply for 
the plant may be possible. The removal of the temporary 
hardness is much less difficult than that of the permanent 
hardness, some methods employed being heating of the water 
with subsequent sedimentation or filtration, treating with 
calcium hydroxide (milk of lime) and treatment of the water 
with sodium carbonate or sodium hydroxide or with a mix- 
ture of the two. In the case of simply heating the water the 
biearbonates are decomposed and calcium or magnesium 
carbonates precipitated as neutral carbonates. In the case of 
the addition of milk of lime the excess of carbon dioxide re- 
quired to form the bicarbonates combines with the caleium 
hydroxide, forming a neutral calcium carbonate in water, the 
calcium carbonate precipitating. If sodium carbonate or 
sodium hydroxide are employed, these agents reach with the 
bicarbonates of calcium and magnesium, forming the neutral 
carbonates of these salts and sodium bicarbonate or neutral 
sodium carbonate respectively. When sodium carbonate and 
sodium hydroxide are employed the content of sodium ear- 
bonate in the water is increased. Iron salts react the same 
as calcium or magnesium salts when present, though the 
iron precipitates as hydroxide on the addition of sodium 
carbonate. 

In the removal of permanent hardness some substance 
more or less undesirable is always left in solution. Reagents 
used in the treatment of permanent hardness, such as sodium 
carbonate, will react with calcium and magnesium sulphate, 
forming neutral carbonates of these salts and sodium sul- 
phate. The carbonates will precipitate and the sodium 
sulphate left in the solution is much less objectionable than 
the calcium or magnesium sulphates, not being a seale-form- 
ing salt, but still more or less objectionable. The neutral 
carbonates of calcium and magnesium if the water is treated

the sediment formed is porous and non-adherent, being quiet 
easily removed by blowing off. Several methods of treat- 
ment of the water in the boiler for prevention of scale have 
been suggested, and many proprietary anti-scale preparations 
are to be found on the market. Thus, attempts have been 
made to prevent the scale from attaching itself by the 
introduction of oil, or to render the scale more porous by the 
use of substances of a starchy or mucilaginous nature in- 
tended to act mechanically, preventing the adherence of 
the scale. One product considerably employed is produced by 
the treatment of woods rich in tannin with sodium hydroxide, 
giving an extract of variable composition but consisting 
largely of sodium tannate, which is quite effective in precipi- 
tating calcium and magnesium as tannates. ; 

Where the water is treated inside the boiler undoubtedly 
soda ash or sodium phosphate, the former precipitating cal- 
cium and magnesium salts as neutral carbonates, and the 
latter as phosphates, are the most effective.

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porary hardness. After treatment a perfectly clear water 
was obtained, free from any objectionable amounts of hard- 
ness of soluble impurities, and carrying only about one-third 
of the original content of total solids. The high tempera- 
ture to which the water was heated before filtering would 
be sufficient to destroy any organisms which might be pres- 
ent to render the water unwholesome, and unless the water 
supply was subject to gross pollution the treated water 
would be not only entirely satisfactory for boiler or general 
factory purposes but should be entirely satisfactory for 
drinking purposes. 

Most packers find some treatment. of their boiler water 
desirable, and undoubtedly some outside treatment of the 
water is much the most effective, and we would recommend 
the treatment of the water supply for food packing plants, 
the system mentioned being especially adapted for the needs 
of canners and packers.

Gentlemen The case expressed you today contains six quarts of 
cider from six different tanks, each bottle labeled and numbered. 
This juik was pressed during the fall of 1908 and run into tanks with 
the top uncovered. Tanks are in our basement more or less damp. 
Our cider produces about a 6 per cent alcohol. Our test on these 
tanks in August was about 15.0 gr. acidity and 4% per cent alcohol, 
but we find on making a test recently that our alcohol has disappeared 
and no increase in acidity to speak of. 

The sample marked No. 1 had some cider dumped into it that 
contained one-tenth of 1 per cent of benzoate of soda. What do you 
ittribute this loss of alcohol to, and can we add alcohol of sufficient 
strength to bring this up so that we can generate it and also have it 
comply with the pure food laws? When cider under the microscope 
shows the vinegar ferment, even though it has contained benzoate of 
soda, is it all right to generate? Can cider not showing the ferment 
be generated without first developing the ferment in same? Kindly 
analyle the samples sent you and furnish us with any information 
that may occur to you Yours very truly, - —__—_— . 

To the above letter we replied as follows: 

‘*We are in receipt of five samples of cider submitted in 
accordance with yours of the 15th. We note you state you 
were sending six samples, but as those received are num- 
bered from 1 to 5 we presume you decided to send only five 
samples. 

‘*Examination of these ciders shows your trouble to be 
due to contamination with or the presence of vinegar-eels. 
These attack and consume the acetic acid so that the acetic 
acid has been destroyed by these vinegar eels about as fast 
as acetification of the aleohol present has occurred, which 
accounts for the loss of aleohol without any material in- 
crease in the acetic acid. 

‘*In order to ascertain the practicability of attempting to 
produce vinegar from these ciders we have made the fol- 
lowing determinations:

** None of the samples gave an entirely normal lead test 
though No. 1 gave a precipitate which settled out after short 
standing, leaving a fairly clear solution. No. 5 gave a lead 
test somewhat less satisfactory than No. 1, while in the case 
of No. 2 considerable time was required for the precipitate 
to settle out, the solution remaining turbid. No. 3 and No. 4 
remained very turbid without any immediate precipitate, ; 

**In the case of numbers 3 and 4, which we note are second 
pressings, we would not advise your attempting to utilize this 
stock, as the polarization is very abnormal and you could only 
use the stock by blending from 5 to 10 per cent of this stock 
with a cider vinegar having a good left-hand reading. Cider 
vinegars should read to the left instead of to the right as in 
the case of this stock, such reading usually varying from —4 
to —2. to —3. The usual run of fairly closely fermented cider 
vinegars give a reading of about —1l., so that with a cider 
vinegar giving a reading of approximately —1. not more 
than 10 per cent of either samples 2 or 3, reported on above, 
could be employed without rendering the polarization abnor. 
mal. This difficulty in connection with the fact that this 
stock would have to be fortified with alcohol to get the acetic 
strength on generating would hardly make it worth your while 
to attempt to do anything with either of these tanks of second 
pressings, though as regards solids, alkalinity ash, water solu. 
ble phosphoric acid, as well as total ash, neither of these 
would be deficient. 

‘¢The abnormal polarization in the case of these two samples 
of second pressings would appear to be due largely to the 
methods of working up your second pressings. If the pomace 
after the first pressing is steamed or if it is allowed to fer- 
ment and heat otherwise insoluble dextro-rotatory bodies are 
brought in solution which. will give a right-hand polarization, 
so that eare should be used in working up second pressings to 
avoid prolonged heating, either through fermentation or heat 
applied. 2 

“In regard to the three tanks of first pressings, these may 
be utilized by fortifying with alcohol so as to obtain the 
proper acetic strength on acetifying if the resulting vinegar

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polarization so as to correct the right-hand polarization shown 
by these three samples. If tanks 1 and 2, after acetifying, 
were blended with about 50 per cent cider vinegar with a fair 
left-hand polarization they should give legal vinegars, as the 
right-hand polarization would be corrected by the vinegar with 
which they would be blended. 

‘*In the case of tank No. 5, unless the vinegar used for 
blending gave a fairly strong left-hand reading, less than 50 
per cent would want to be used in the blend so as to secure 
a proper left-hand reading for the blend. 

‘*The polarization of these three vinegars could also be cor- 
rected by adding boiled cider, and this would at the same 
time bring up the solids of tanks 1 and 5, which are some- 
what under 2 per cent, though well above the United States 
requirement of 1.6 per cent. In the case of tanks 1 and 2 
the addition of two gallons of boiled cider to every 100 gallons 
of the vinegar stock should correct the polarization satisfac- 
torily, the boiled sweet cider being prepared by boiling first 
pressings to half the original volume. Im the case of tank 
No. 5 it would be advisable to use about three gallons of the 
boiled cider to every 100 gallons of the stock, though care 
would have to be employed to avoid securing an excess of 
reducing sugars. 

‘*As tank No. 1 is the most favorable as regards lead test, 
polarization, ete., we would suggest that you try working up 
tank No. 1 first, and if you find that you can profitably work 
up tank No. 1 you could then go to work on tanks 2 and 5. 

‘*The first step will be to destroy the vinegar eels present, 
which we would advise doing by heating the cider to 175° to 
180° F. As there is not much alcohol this can be accomplished 
by the introduction of a steam coil directly into the tanks 
if you have live steam available for this purpose. As soon as 
the temperature of the tanks reaches 175° to 180° F. the steam 
coil could be removed and the vinegar allowed to sediment, 
so as to get rid of the bodies of the eels which might otherwise 
later cause a bad odor in the vinegar through decomposition. 
After settling the vinegar could then be drawn off. If de- 
sired to correct the polarization by the use of boiled cider, as 
advised, this could be added, then the alcohol required to for- 
tify the cider to give the acetic strength desired, after which 
the cider could be run through your generators. 

‘*Tn regard to generating the vinegar, the acetic acid bac- 
teria present in the cider would, of course, be destroyed by 
the heat, so that it would be necessary to have your generator 
previously charged or working with acetic acid bacteria in 
order to secure the proper acetification of this cider, or you 
could, of course, plant the acetic acid bacteria in the cider 
after same is ready for the generator by adding cider which 
contains numerous acetic acid bacteria and permitting same to 
stand until the acetic acid bacteria have made a good devel- 
opment. However, if you have generators well planted with 
acetic acid bacteria it would not be necessary to have acetic 
acid bacteria present in the cider as it is run into the genera- 
tors. 

‘*In regard to the benzoic acid in tank No. 1, it does not 
appear that the benzoic acid present has in any way inter- 
fered with the alcoholic fermentation, as this cider shows very 
complete fermentation of the sugars and comparatively low 
alcoholic strength, so it would not appear that sufficient benzoic 
acid was present to need to be taken into consideration. This 
certainly would be the case if the cider contains benzoic acid

‘*The load test for sample No. 1-was normal, and for sample 
No. 2 the precipitate settled somewhat slowly, giving a turbid 
solution. 

‘*Sample No. 1 meets the requirements for cider vinegar 
very satisfactorily aside from the fact that the acidity js 
below the minimum of 4 per cent prescribed by the United 
States standards. The reducing sugars for this vinegar are 
a little high, but well within the maximum permitted under 
the United States standards, the maximum being 50 per cent 
of the toal solids. 

‘*Sample No. 2, however, is decidedly deficient in water 
soluble phosphoric acid, and the lead test, while not specified 
in the United States standards, is not altogether normal, be- 
ing somewhat characteristic of second pressings. 

‘*TIn reply to your inquiry as to the proper label for a blend 
of cider and sugar vinegar, we take it that any name could 
be adopted for such a blend as long as it did not give the 
idea that the product contained more cider vinegar than was 
actually the case, that is, you could call such a blend ‘Quality 
Blend’ if desired, and where the amount of cider vinegar 
was equal to or greater than the amount of sugar vinegar the 
cider vinegar could be mentioned first, as, for instance, ‘Qual- 
ity Blend, Cider and Sugar Vinegar.’ However, if less cider 
vinegar was used than sugar vinegar, then it would be neces- 
sary to state these in reverse order, that is, ‘Quality Blend, 
Sugar and Cider Vinegar.’ 

‘*There might be some trouble in regard to such a vinegar, 
however, as a sugar vinegar manufactured from cane sugar 
or molasses, which contains more or less lime from the clarifi- 
eation of the cane juice, would precipitate the water soluble 
phosphoric acid of the cider vinegar so that a blend of cider 
and sugar-house vinegar would be apt to contain less water 
soluble phosphoric acid than would be indicated by the claims 
as to the amount of cider vinegar employed.

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UNBRANDED FOOD CONTAINERS CANNOT BE 
OPENED BY UNCLE SAM. 

An opinion touching on the federal pure food law 
and which is of importance to food manufacturers has 
just been handed down in Topeka, Kans., by Judge J 
S. West. : 

The opinion is to the effect that cases of food and 
drug products entering into interstate commerce and 
containing smaller packages put up for the. retail 
trade, such packages being short weight or mis. 
branded, cannot be confiscated by the Government un- 
der the federal food and drug act unless the case itself 
is so labeled as to misbrand the goods or misrepresent 
the weight. 

Judge West holds that the Government cannot seize 
and confiscate an original package shipment of goods 
unless this package is misbranded on the outside. 

According to this opinion the federal authorities 
can concern themselves only with the original package, 
which is the wooden container in which the goods are 
shipped. It does not mean, however, that the inter- 
state shipper is free from prosecution under the indi- 
vidual state laws. It merely means that a shipper can 
avoid seizure of his goods by federal food officers by 
being careful not to label the shipping cases in any 
way that would constitute a case of misbranding, 
either as to weight or contents of the package. 

The occasion for the opinion being given was af- 
forded by a shipment of apple-butter from St. Louis 
to Topeka, Kans. An inspector located forty cases, 
each containing 24 cans of apple-butter, in Topeka, 
which he contended was mislabeled as to weight. 

The original case, however, was not labeled as to 
weight, which led the inspector to ask for the opinion 
of the district attorney, with the result as given above. 

The inspector protested that, according to the opin- 
ion of Judge West, interstate shippers were practically 
free from prosecution by the Government and action 
could only be brought against them by state authori- 
ties. Judge West maintains, however, that no other 
interpretation can be placed on the federal law than 
the one given by him. 

What effect this opinion will have on the policy of 
the federal food authorities is not known, as it has not 
been confirmed by the highest authorities. Should the 
opinion hold, interstate shippers of food products have 
won a decided point in their favor. 


SOME CHANCE FOR IMPROVEMENT IN OYSTER

TARIFF NEGOTIATIONS WITH FRANCE AFFECTS IM. 
PORTED CANNED GOODS—GROCERS 
ARE CONCERNED. 

More or less concern is being shown by importers 
of fancy groceries over the outcome of the tariff ne- 
gotiations between the United States and France, 
and some firms in the grocery trade have figured out 
what an additional tax of 25 per cent ad valorem 
would mean. 

Some of them were of the opinion that the extra 
duty would almost prohibit the sale here of some 
french articles. For example, a case of sprats, 
roughly figured, cost 20 francs, or $4, and now pay a 
duty of $1.50. Under the maximum tariff these same 
goods would pay $1.50 plus $1, or a total duty of 
$2.50. French sardines, 4 tins, or 7% cubic inch 
tins, at an approximate price of 50 francs, or $10, 
now pay a duty of $1.50 per case, and would pay an 
additional duty of $2.50, or a total duty of $3.50, 
against a present rate of $1.50. 

On hotel mushrooms and other grades in propor- 
tion, if a price say of 50 francs, or $10, is taken, these 
goods would pay under the present rate, 244 cents 
per pound, or about $2.90 per case, duty. Under the 
maximum clause the duty would be $2.90 plus $2.50, 
or $5.40 per case. 

It would seem inevitable to them, said a large im- 
porting firm in New York, that with such a consider- 
able advance on the cost of the above described goods 
the prices would become so high as to practically 
eliminate the sale.

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MORE NOTICES OF JUDGMENT UNDER FEDERAL 
FOOD LAW. 

There have recently been issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture the following addi- 
tional Notices of Judgment under the Federal Food 
and Drugs Act: 

Misbranding of Canned Cherries. 

Notice of Judgment No. 178 refers to a proceeding 
under Section 10 of the Federal Food and Drugs Act, 
for a condemnation of 30 cases of cherries misbranded 
within the meaning of Section 8 of the act, in that 
the contents of the cases were stated in terms of 
weight, but were not correctly stated, in that the cases 
were labeled and branded: “2 Doz. 2 Lb. Dunkley’s 
Michigan Fruits Cupid Cherries. Dunkley Company, 
Kalamazoo, Mich.,” thereby representing that each 
case contained 24 cans of cherries, the contents of each 
can weighing 2 pounds, and that each case contained 
in the aggregate 48 pounds of cherries, whereas each 
of the said cans contained less than 2 pounds of cher- 
ries, that is to say, from 25 to 28 ounces, and each case 
contained less than 48 pounds of cherries, that is to 
say, not more than 42 pounds.” A decree of con- 
demnation, forfeiture and sale of the cherries was 
rendered. 

Misbranding of Canned Peaches and Apricots. 

Notice of Judgment No. 186 refers to the misbrand- 
ing of peaches and apricots, and from it we quote: 
“On or about February 4, 1909, an inspector of the 
Department of Agriculture located in the possession 
of the Cochran Grocery Company, McAlester, Okla., 
329 cases, each containing 24 cans of peaches, 74 of 
which were labeled and branded ‘2 Doz. 2% Lbs. Cal- 
ifornia East Side Brand Y. F. Peaches. Packed by 
East Side Canning Company, Los Angeles, Calif.,’ and 


255 of which were labeled and branded ‘2 Doz. 2% 


Lbs. California Duck Brand Y. F. Peaches. Packed 
by East Side Canning Company, Los Angeles, Calif. ;’ 
and also 142 cases of apricots which were labeled and 
branded ‘2 Doz. 2% Lbs. Duck Brand Apricots. Pack- 
ed by East Side Canning Company, Los Angeles, 
Calif.’ The goods had been shipped by the J. K. 
Armsby Company from Los Angeles, Cal., to the 
Cochran Grocery Company, McAlester, Okla., on or 
about August 17, 1908. A number of the cans were 
weighed by the inspector and the average gross weight 
per can of each brand was found to be 34 ounces. It 
appeared that the goods were misbranded in violation 
of Section 8 of the act in that the weight of each can 
was stated on the label as 2% pounds, which statement 
was incorrect.” 
Adulteration and Misbranding of Cider Vinegar. 

Notice of Judgment No. 187 refers to the adultera- 
tion and misbranding of cider vinegar, the product of 
The Harbauer-Marleau Company, Toledo, Ohio. 
Guaranteed under the Food and Drugs Act June 30, 
1906, No. 8904. The vinegar had been manufactured 
by the Harbauer-Marleau Company, Toledo, Ohio, 
and shipped to the said Chicago firm on or about April 


21, 1909. A sample of the vinegar was lope 
the Bureau of Chemistry of the United Stee hee ” 
ment of Agriculture and found to contain dilute , on 
acid and a foreign substance high in redueing Psy 
and artificially colored in a manner to coma rcag 
feriority. co 
Adulteration and Misbranding of Cider Vinegar, 

Notices of Judgment Nos. 189, 193 and 195 refer 
to the adulteration and misbranding of vinegar, N 
189, a product of the Gordon Vinegar Company, Pom. 
tiac, Mich. Analysis of the sample disclosed that ‘t 
coniained dilute acetic acid, or distilled vinegar te 
a foreign material high in reducing sugars, Hine 
the article was aduiterated within the meaning of Sec. 
tion 7 of the act. 

No. 193 refers to the product of the Oakland Vin- 
egar & Pickle Co., Saginaw, Mich. The sample was 
analyzed in the Bureau of Chemistry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture and found to con. 
tain dilute ascetic acid or a distilled vinegar and a 
foreign substance high in reducing sugars, notwith- 
standing that the vinegar was labeled as “Superior” 
and guaranteed by the manufacturers to conform jn 
every particular with the pure food laws. 

Notice of Judgment No. 195 refers to vinegar la- 
beled “Manufactured for Kohl-Meyer Grocery Co, 
Centralia, Ill. 46 fermented. 46 sugar vinegar. Se. 
rial No. 12,385, St. Louis, Mo.” From analysis jt 
appeared that the article was adulterated within the 
meaning of Section 7 of the act in that another sub- 
stance, to-wit: spirit, or distilled vinegar, had been 
substituted in part for the genuine food product, and 
that the said article was offered for sale under the dis- 
tinctive name of another article; and was misbranded 
within the meaning of Section 8 of the act in that it 
was labeled “46 Sugar Vinegar,” which statement was 
false and misleading because it was not sugar vinegar, 
but a compound of sugar vinegar and spvrit, or dis- 
tilled vinegar. 

Adulteration and Misbranding of White Wine Vinegar, 

Notice of Judgment No. 197 refers to the adultera- 
tion and misbranding of white wine vinegar and reads 
in part as follows: 

“On May 26, 1909, an inspector of the Department 
of Agriculture purchased from The New Boston 
Store, Inc., Pittsburg, Pa., a sample of a food product 
labeled ‘Apsco pure white wine vinegar manufactured 
by A. P. Sichel Co., 353-355 Washington St., New 
York. Registered.’, The sample was analyzed in the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the United States Department 
of Agriculture and it was found to be not a white wine 
vinegar, but a dilute solution of acetic acid, or distilled 
vinegar. From the aforesaid analysis it appeared that

The 
product was labeled “Pure distilled spirit vinegar,” 
whereas a certain quantity of water had been mixed 
with the contents and been colored with caramel. A 
fine was imposed. 

TO MARK WEIGHTS ON CANNED OYSTERS. 

Representative Gill, of Maryland, has introduced 
in the House a bill providing “that from and after the 
first day of October, 1910, hermetically sealed oysters 
put in hermetically sealed cans and cooked in the pro- 
cess kettle shall be deemed to be misbranded under the 
Food and Drugs Act approved June 30, 1906, unless 
there shall appear upon each can or other receptacle 
containing such oysters, in such manner as shall be 
prescribed by the rules and regulations hereinafter 
provided for, the net weight of the oyster meat in said 
can or other receptacle: Provided, that no can or 
other receptacle of hermetically sealed oysters shall be 
deemed to be misbranded if the net weight of the 
oyster meat contained in said can or other receptacle 
shall not be less than 95 per centum of the weight 
stated on said can or other receptacle: And provided, 
further, that the system of weights and measures au- 
thorized and now in use in the custom houses of the 
United States shall be the standard for the determina- 
tion and marking of the net weight of the oyster meat 
contained in said cans or other receptacle.” 


NEW JERSEY TOMATOES CARRIED TO NORTH POLE 
BY PEARY. 

Jersey tomatdes packed in the factory at Rio 
Grande, Cape May county, were carried by Explorer 
Peary all the way on the dash to the North pole. 

This concern is owned by an incorporated company, 
of which James D. Cox, of this city, is president.

Cox has for several years been active in the manage- 
ment and control of the plant. Several years ago 
former Sheriff Shinn was interested in the same con- 
cern and was its resident manager. 

Yesterday Mr. Cox received here an interesting 
letter from one of the company’s selling brokers in 
New York city. Mr. Cox was informed that a large 
quantity of the finest packed tomatoes from the Rio 
Grande factory were sold for the Peary Expedition 
and carried north on the steamer “Roosevelt.” The 


New York broker has received the 
mendation from the purser and steward of the ste 

for the tomatoes. The goods in three pened tet 
were taken and were stored in the headquarters of 
the Peary party and were used from time to time oe 
the greatest satisfaction by the hardy men who a 
with the intrepid explorer. _— 

When Commander Peary set off for the last ond 
successful dash to the pole, some of the Rio Giand 
tomatoes were placed upon the sledges with the tus 
supplies and upon these and other thin ' 
subsisted. There were Rio Grande tomatoes carried 
all the way to the very apex of the earth and while 
Peary remained at the pole he ate some of the canned 
goods. 

Notwithstanding the extreme weather of the frozen 
North the tomatoes maintained their purity and 
strength and not a single can was lost by spoiling 
There were some of the Rio Grande pack upon the 
“Roosevelt” among the stores when the steamer joined 
in the parade at the time of the Fulton-Hudson cele- 
bration in New York.

Texas Food Department Finds French Peas Artificially 
Colored. 


The last report of the Texas Food Department con- 
tained the following: 

‘*A few examinations of canned vegetables have been made 
with special reference to artificial colors. The Texas food law 
prohibits the use of copper compounds in food products. 

‘*The United States food law is permitting the use of copper 
in food products, provided such fact is plainly indicated upon 
the label, pending an investigation by the Referee Board con- 
ceining the wholesomeness of such a compound. It seems to me 
that the scientific evidence against the use of copper com- 
pounds in food products is decidedly against it. More than 
that, it is unnecessary and makes a food product appear to be 
what it is not.’’

M. Hoyer, president; T. L. Stringfellow, vice-president; W. 
S Agurs, secretary-treasurer, and A. L. Martin, superin- 
tendent. 

Corn will be the only vegetable handled this season by the 
Grafton Johnson cannery at Shelbyville, Ind., and it is 
understood that about 2,000 acres of sweet corn will be grown 
for the plant. 

A fruit grower in Monroe county, N. Y., writes: ‘‘ Trees 
went into winter in good condition. As far as I can learn, 
the fruit buds on all kinds of trees are in good condition. Peach 
trees never looked better. 

Reports from several points in Illinois indicate good pros- 
pects for fruits of all kinds, though one report from Wash- 
ington county says that peaches are an exception, with 50 
to 60 per cent estimated to have been killed. 

A fruit grower in McLean county, N. Y., says that ‘‘ Buds 
on fruit trees are unhurt so far. ‘There was a steady, cold, 
dry winter in that section, but not too severe. Indications are 
for good development of fruit buds at the proper time.’’ 

The Woodward (Okla.) canning factory proposition is be- 
ing pushed rapidly. It is now proposed to capitalize at $20,000 
and erect a two-story brick plant, 75x100 feet. The name of 
the company will be the Canning, Storage and Manufacturing 
Co. 


The buildings being erected by the Greentown Canning 
Co., Greentown, Ind., are under headway, and the officers of 
the company have a considerable tomato acreage under con- 
tract. However, the securing of acreage is difficult, the same 
as with many other packers, as the farmers say they see 
better profits in other crops. . ‘ 

A report from Kane county, Kans., says: ‘‘ Winter weather 
has been very trying for tree fruits, but in some localities near 
us we think that most of the peach buds are killed. They are 
in good condition here now, not more than 5 to 20 per cent 
being worthless. As a general thing, other trees are not in 
first-class condition, because there was so much rain last 
season. ’’ 

Fruit growers at Kennewick, on the Columbia river in Ben- 
ton county, Washington, have obtained 250,000 asparagus 
plants, which will be set out in a short time, the plan being to 
produce the vegetable for export by the carload. They believe 
that asparagus can be grown in commercial quantities at a big 
profit, and if the venture proves the success predicted for it 
by experienced truck-gardeners, they say that canneries will 
follow. 

The Beverly-Waterford Canning Co., Beverly, Ohio, which 
was organized about two years ago, recently made an assign- 
ment for the benefit of its creditors. The assets are listed at 
$10,000, on which $4,000 is in personal property and $6,000 in 
real property. The liabilities will approximate about $11,000. 
A. E. Roberts, of Beckett, was made the assignee and it is re- 
liably stated today that the debts of the company will be prac- 
tically liquidated. 

Extensive additions are being made to the canning plant at 
Storm Lake, la. A report under recent date from Ludington, 
Mich., said: ‘‘Secottville citizens are considering, apparently 
with favor, the proposition of C. W. R. Roach, of the Hart 
Canning company, to erect a factory there, which he agrees 
will pay annually for labor $50,000, and for products $100,000. 
Roach asks for the site and $10,000 bonus. Preliminaries are 
all completed for accepting his proposition.’’ 

A San Jose (Cal.) report quotes County Entomologist Morris 
as* saying: ‘‘Not for several years have we had a win- 
ter so uniformly cold, with plenty of rain, which has been 
well distributed, and, as far as anyone can see now, there is no 
reason why this should not be a banner year for fruit crops. 
The condition of the orchards in general is good, no new pest 
has shown itself and the trees, the county over, are in a healthy 
condition. The rain has come in such a manner that work 
has been possible almost continually during the season.’’ 





TIN STATISTICS. 

The statistics published at the end of February give 
the stocks in Europe as 14,373 tons, compared with 16,- 
88c tons at the end of January, and 14,247 tons at the 
end of February, 1909, whilst the stock in America and 
afloat thereto is given as 8,000 tons for the end of 
February against 7,191 tons at the end of January. 
The supplies last month were 4,728 tons and consump- 
tion 6,426 tons.—The Mining Journal, London.

string attached; either they are old goods which have 
been re-conditioned, they are off standards, goods 
that have been rejected on account of quality or per- 
haps some isolated case where some packer has been 
financially embarrassed and had to raise funds, and 
offerings of this kind are being used to bear the mar- 
ket and to compel holders of good reliable goods to 
compete in price with such offering. This condition 
is emphasized by the fact that 2s tomatoes, which are 
in small compass, are in demand at a range of prices 
almost unprecedentedly near to the 3s mark. 

Future Tomatoes—In 1909 future tomatoes were 
sold on a lower prospective profit than almost ever 
before; with the present high prices for other farm 
products it is the exception where raw stock can be 
contracted for at a less figure than last year and with 
other supplies practically on the same basis, the good, 
reliable, conscientious packer who gives good meas- 
ure, pressed-down and running over, whom the trade 
should encourage by their orders, cannot accept busi- 
ness under last year’s figures, and if he accepts busi- 
ness at the present prices offered, he would be accept- 
ing it at a loss and that before the goods were packed. 
Why should he do it?

All the same and nevertheless, 
there is not going to be a famine in canned tomatoes 
next fall.

Spot Tomatoes—Demand for the week has not been 
sufficient to take up the freer offerings out of first 
hands, and as a result some interests have shaded fig- 
ures at which they were holding a week ago. Quite 
naturally even these concessions have failed to induce 
any buying beyond immediate wants. The majority 
of holders continue to maintain their former position

President Jones was in Chicago early in the week and 
stated to THe CANNER his intention to co-operate 
closely with Secretary Jas.

Columbia River Chinook and Puget Sound and Brit- 
ish Columbia Sockeye salmon have for several years 
commanded top prices in the canned fish markets of 
the world, while for the last decade Alaska Reds have 
occupied third place in the price schedule. From the 
beginning of the fish canning industry on the Pacific 
Coast the Columbia River salmon has held first place 
in price. Later its public favor was approached but 
never quite equaled by the Alaska Red. Then came 
the ascendancy of the Puget Sound Sockeye, which 
eventually rivaled the pioneer fish of the Columbia, and 
once or twice commanded a higher price in the markets.

Some Historical Sidelights. 

It must be borne in mind that the salmon canning 
industry is not only a business of great fluctuation and 
uncertainty, but is also of comparatively recent estab- 
lishment and development, and particularly in the Pa- 
cific Northwest is but now beginning to enjoy sys- 
tematic and uniformly substantial operation. 

Andrew S. Hapgood, George and William Hume, 
under the firm name of Hapgood, Hume & Co., built 
the first Pacific Coast cannery at Washington on the 
Sacramento river, Yolo county, California, in 1864, 
building practically all their machinery and manufac- 
turing their cans by hand. Their first year’s output 
was about 2,000 cases of one-pound tall cans, all of 
which had to be painted red to meet the demands of 
the market. 

George and William Hume two years later, in 1866, 
built the first Columbia river cannery, at Eagle Cliff, 
Ore., and thus introduced the Columbia River Royal 
Chinook as an aftermath of the Civil war. Twenty 
years later the Columbia river canneries packed 656,000 
cases of these splendid fish. 

In the late sixties small, primitive canneries were 
established in the Coast region, known as outside river 
canneries. Their maximum output was reached in 


1895, when the total pack was 264,300 cases. 











Mukilteo was the location of the first Puget Sound 
cannery, built in 1877 by Jackson, Myers & Co—W 
levy Jackson, George T. Myers and Sylvester Farrell 
The first year’s pack was about 10,000 cases mostly 
cohoes and humpbacks. In 1880 the cannery ‘ae rd 
stroyed by a heavy fall of snow; it was rebuilt in West 
Seattle and was operated till 1888, when it was de- 
stroyed by fire. George T. Myers, then sole owner 
built a new cannery at Milton, which was burned two 
years later, and Myers came back to Seattle and built 
a new cannery, which he operated successfully unti] 
1901, when he sold out and retired from active business 
on Puget Sound. ¥ 

Puget Sound’s first Sockeye cannery was built at 
Semiahmoo (Blaine) by D. Drysdale in 1892. He also 
in the same year demonstrated the commercial success 
of fish traps. The first season’s output of the cannery 
was about 11,000 cases of Sockeyes. In the following 
year A. E. Wadhams established a Sockeye cannery at 
Point Roberts, and the next year, 1894, both canneries 
were sold to the present owners, the Alaska Packers 
Association. In 1895 three new canneries were built 
at Anacortes, one by Philip S. Cook (now owned by 
the Porter Fish Company), one by the Anacortes 
Packing Company (now owned by the A. P. A.), and 
the other by the Fidalgo Island Canning Company. In 
1901 the canneries of Puget Sound packed 1,380,590 
cases of salmon, of which over a million cases were 
Sockeyes. 

British Columbia and Alaska began considerable 
packing of salmon at a little earlier period. The first 
two Alaska canneries were built in 1878, one at the 
Redout, Old Sitka, by Francis Cutting, of the Cutting 
Packing Company ; the other at Klawak, by the North 
Pacific Trading & Packing Company. 

Introducing the Sockeye. 


In the beginning the Sockeyes were not sold to the 
trade as Sockeyes, but as Alaska Reds and Columbia 
River salmon, because the name and quality of the fish 
were unknown and there was no demand, no price and 
no market for them. 

It was a British Columbia concern, H. Bell-Irving 
& Co., of Victoria, that pioneered the championship 
of the Sockeye under its true name and introduced it 
to the markets of the United States on its merits under 
a strange but true label. That was in 1894-5. 

In 1896 the late Philip F. Kelley, of the Kelley- 
Clarke Company, of Seattle, personally visited the 
ruling wholesalers of the Atlantic Coast cities, and 
although he found a most forbidding presence in lieu 
of welcome wherever he went, he was full of vigorous 
and convincing argument and was of such stern fiber 
that he refused to retreat under fire. He was rich in 
resources and probably accomplished more for the in- 
troduction of the Sockeye as a high-grade canned sal- 
mon during this historic pilgrimage than any other 
personal element. In the end he secured the hearing 
for which he persistently fought, and ultimately very 
few of the jobber lords mustered sufficient hardihood 
to send him home with empty order blanks. 

In the same year Frank A. Spencer, of the brokerage 
firm of Spencer & Co., since merged into the Kelley- 
Clarke Company, proceeded to New York to pro 
mote the establishment of the new name in the markets. 
Upon his return to the Sound Mr. Spencer provided 
excellent entertainment for his clients and friends by 
relating the many interesting episodes of his trip.

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One of the most painful incidents of Mr. Spencer's 
enterprise happened in the offices of Franklin’McVey 
& Co., which is still one of the largest wholesale 
grocery concerns of Chicago. It was like standing in 
line at a land office rush, this getting an audience with 
the chief buyer of the establishment, Frank Aplin, but 
Spencer stood pat and was finally granted an inter- 
view. 

“Well,” said Aplin brusquely, “what 
you—what have you got to offer?” 

“Canned salmon,” replied Spencer laconically.

Commenting upon the value of this analysis and the

for canned salmon, the Pacific 
Annual of 1907: 

“T am too busy for experiments this morning; we 
are not buying pigs in pokes, and while your assump- 
tion for the Sockeve is comical, it falls flat in business 
hours. If you can find the hole that the carpenters 
left in the wall I shall be pleased to have you use it 
next time as the medium of ingress for substantial 
business pfopositions. Sockeyes, indeed!” 

And the very next year that same buyer was order- 
ing Sockeyes at 80 cents a dozen, and three years later 
his house handled a great quantity of them, paying 
10 cents per dozen more than was paid for Alaska 
Reds. 

One of the most potent influences favorable to the 
introduction of the Sockeye in United States markets 
grew out of the food needs of the American army 
during the Spanish-American war in 1898. In that 
year Sockeyes were sold at 80 cents, Alaska Reds at 
$1 and Chinooks at $1.10. The very next year, 1899. 
so substantial and favoring was the response of the 
market, the advantage was reversed and Sockeyes 
sold for $1.10, Alaska Reds at $1 and Chinooks at 
$1.25. 

The next unexpected stimulation of the salmon 
market came in February, 1903, when the Japanese 
government bought 320,000 cases of Pink salmon for 
its army in the campaign against the Russians. In all, 


Japan took about half a million cases, cleaning up th 
available supply of Pinks and radically stimulating he 
market for the higher grades. , g the 

At the same time the Pink salmon packers cartied 
on a bearish movement against Alaska Reds, becaus 
in the previous year the Alaska Packers Association 
had named a fictitious price for Reds, $1.30, and sacri- 
ficed its Pink pack at 50 The independent 
packers of Pinks carried on an effective war through. 
out 1903; they proved that Alaska Reds were not worth 
over $1.15, and thus they forced the price of Pinks 
from 50 cents, the opening price, to 75 cents. At the 
same time the independent canners of Alaska Reds 
sold out their packs at $1.15 and $1.20 long before the 
1904 Opening prices were announced. 

The year 1904 was still more disastrous to the 
Alaska Red. The Alaska Packers Association, with a 
large carry-over from 1903, at a time when the mar- 
ket seemed to be ready to pay $1.15, cut the opening 
price to $1.10. This was at once construed as a con. 
fession of extreme weakness; the jobbers beared the 
market; they bought only for immediate deliveries 
monthly, and the season closed with Alaska Reds at 
$1.05, while Sockeyes were strong in favor at $1.s0, 

Conicting Conditions in 1906. ; 

San Francisco’s earthquake and fire catastrophe in 
April, 1906, in which nearly 300,000 cases of Red Sal- 
mon were destroyed, strengthened the market for the 
unusually large pack of 1905. There was a carty- 
over of 200,000 cases of 1905 Sockeyes, while the 
pack of 1906 was less than 200,000 cases. 

Later in 1906 the disclosure in the Chicago meat 
packing investigations, while apparently improving 
the domestic market for canned salmon, had the effect 
of prejudicing the European market against all kinds 
of American canned goods, so that importations of 
canned salmon in the United Kingdom {ell from 

233,019 in 1906 to only 501,506 cases in 1907, the 
lowest in the history of the industry. Here, for in- 
stance, is a record of British salmon imports for thir- 
teen years, compiled for the Pacific Fisherman by 
Henry W. Peabody & Co., of Liverpool:

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cases, the largest in history, but foreign demand had 
then grown so large that serious apprehension was not 
felt by the canners. In the same year the Sockeye 
pack was the shortest by nearly 40,000 in the history 
of the industry; Columbia River was also short and 
the pack of Alaska Reds was 200,000 cases less than 
average, not including 75,000 cases lost at sea. 

Up to 1906 an average of 500,000 cases of Alaska 
Reds went to the British market, but demand from that 
source dropped to 200,000 cases in 1907, probably on 
account of the embalmed beef scandal, and in Jan- 
uary, 1907, there was a carry-over of 300,000 cases 
of Alaska Reds in first hands. In April the transcon- 
tinental railroads made a special rail rate to the East, 
under the influence of which the entire stock was 
cleared up. Opening in January at 95 cents, Alaska 
Reds went to $1 per dozen by July I. 

One of the unique features of the market history of 
Alaska Reds was developed by the opening price of 
$1.15 announced on August 29, 1907; within two 
days the entire prospective Alaska pack was sold. 
Pinks all sold at 80 cents, Chums at 75 cents, Sockeyes 
and Chinooks at $1.65. 

Alaska packed 707,516 cases of Pinks in 1908, and 
none were packed by any other district, owing to the 
extraordinary 1907 Puget Sound pack. 

The Puget Sound pack of Sockeyes in 1907 was 
only 90,419 cases, and in 1908 165,038 cases. Colum- 
bia River packed only 178,972 cases of Chinooks, 
while the total pack of chums was only 249,945 cases. 
But the advance of railroad freight rates in 1908 was 
a most serious handicap to the cheap fish pack. 

Distribution and Character. 

\ccording to brokers, the United States uses about 
45 per cent of the salmon pack, Europe takes about 40 
per cent, and 15 per cent is consumed in South Ameri- 
ca, the Pacific Islands and Australia. Europe demands 
the red salmon of the three higher grades. In the 
United States, Sockeves, Chinooks and Alaska Reds 
command favor in the North, while in the South 
Cohoes, Pinks and Chums find a large sale. Canada 
eats Sockeves and Cohoes, and the packing of Hump- 
backs and Chums has never been profitable in British 
Columbia canneries. 

Although the demand for cheap salmon has grad- 
ually increased, there have been years of oversupply. 
Prior to 1903 Pinks have sold as high as $3.60 a case. 
Five million cases of salmon were packed in 1gor, an 
increase of 2,000,000 cases in a single year, mostly of

factory. There is a carry-over of less than 100,00 
cases of Sockeyes and 100,000 cases of cheap grades 
from the 1909 pack. All other kinds have been sold 
out of first hands and there is ample market prospect 
for all the rest. 

The opening prices last fall were $1.35 per dozen 
for Sockeyes, which soon after jumped to $1.45 and 
closed the year at $1.50. 

One of the most effective advertisements for canned 
salmon was the United States Government analysis 
made and published in 1906, which demonstrated that 
canned salmon contained far greater food value, pound 
for pound, than beef, pork, chicken, eggs, macaroni 
or bread. The Pacific-American Fisheries Company 
reduced this analysis to a pictorial illustration and sent 
many copies to the trade, with decidedly good effect. 
The Pacific Fisherman reproduced the accentuated 
analysis in 1907 and again in the annual of 1907. 

The only reason that the world’s markets do not 
use more canned salmon is merely because its value as 
a food product, both from standpoints of health and 
economy, has not been called forcibly enough to the 
attention of consumers.

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DISCUSSION OF THE VALUE OF PEACHES AS 
VINEGAR STOCK. 

The United States Bureau of Chemistry has issued 
Circular No. 151, on the “Value of Peaches as Vinegar 
Stock,”” by H. C. Gore, assistant chemist, Division of 
Foods. We quote the following portions of this cir- 
cular: 

“The study of the value of peaches as vinegar stock 
was undertaken to obtain information in regard to the 
utilization of surplus peaches. It has been carried out 
on a scale sufficiently large to permit of the results be- 
ing readily applied to commercial practice. The fol- 
lowing subjects have been considered: (1) The com- 
position of peach juice; (2) the fermentation of ground 
peaches and the composition of the resulting ciders ; 
(3) the preparation and composition of peach vinegar ; 
and (4) the chemical changes accompanying the decay 
of peaches by Monilia, commonly known as ‘brown rot’ 
(Sclerotinia fructigena). 

“The freshly ground peaches from which small por- 
tions had been taken for preparation of the samples of 
juice were poured into clean, open-headed, 5-gallon 
kegs, each keg was covered loosely with an oilcloth, 
and the pulp allowed to ferment either with or without 
the addition of a small amount of a vigorous pure cul- 
ture of yeast. In most cases yeast was used, as it was 
desired to insure a prompt and rapid fermentation. All 
of the fermentations were conducted at summer tem- 
peratures and were practically completed at the end 
of three or four days. 

“The pulps were pressed immediately after fermen- 
tation, except in two cases in which the pressing was 
delayed for ten or eleven days, respectively, on account 
of the urgency of other work. A powerful handpower 
press was used. Racks and cloths were employed, fol- 
lowing in this respect standard practice in pressing 
apple and grape juice on a commercial scale. In all 
cases the ciders flowed readily from the press, the 
ground peach stones probably assisting to some extent 
in the drainage of the press cake. 

“The most important conclusions to be drawn from 
this work are, first, that peaches contain sufficient fer- 
mentable sugar for use as vinegar stock, and, second, 
that they can be successfully handled by machinery al- 
ready in use for making apple cider and vinegar. Other 
points of interest are as follows: First, but little vari- 
ation was found in the composition of the same variety 
f peaches when obtained from different localities. 
Second, the peach juices analyzed were found to be 
richer in sugar than those which have been previously 
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analyzed by others, but they were about 1 per ce 
lower in sugar than average apple juices, They a 
considerably richer than apples in sucrose and ina id 
Third, it was found that the use of pure culture ante 
was not necessary ‘to insure rapid «alcoholic ferments. 
tion. Fourth, the ciders prepared from peaches wer 
considerably poorer in alcohol than apple ciders on 
count of the fact that peaches contain less total sugars 
than apples. Fifth, the presence of brown rot was found 
not to interfere with the alcoholic fermentation of the 
ground peaches, but a large proportion of the sugars 
was wasted by allowing the fruit to rot before ferment. 
ing. Sixth, well-flavored vinegars were produced by 
the use of a small quick-process generator. These yip- 
egars were of acceptable quality, though turbid, and 
did not possess the distinctive peach flavor.” 
QUEER KINDS OF FOOD PRODUCTS PACKED py 
CHINESE CANNEBRS. 

Considerable duck meat is imported into the United 
States from China, packed in tin cans. Some of the 
importations consist merely of parts of fowls, such as 
the feet, legs and gizzards; others consist in the bod 
of the duck, from which the head, feet and viscera have 
been removed. In all cases the meat has been salted 
and dried, and in some instances it is packed in pea- 
nut oil. 

Young bamboo shoots which have been cooked are 
packed in cans and preserved. Lichi nuts, ginger root, 
Longon nuts, bitter melon, or cucumber, are cooked 
and packed in a sweet liquid in cans. The fruit or nut 
of the Lichi tree, peeled and cooked in a sweet syrup, 
is packed in thick syrup in tins; also ginger root alone 
and with other materials. A sauce or preserve made 
from plums and apricots and cum quats is cooked in 
syrup and canned. The Chinese packers also export 
to this country turnips shredded or cut into small strips 
and sealed in jars, tins and casks. 

Cucumbers are brought in immersed in a dark-col- 
ored liquid which has been heated apparently suff- 
ciently high to cook. The liquid contains a common 
salt and reducing sugar, but no cane sugar. It, there- 
fore has a sweetish and salted taste. When used by 
the Chinese it is first washed to take out some of the 
salty flavor, then sliced and cooked with meat and 
sometimes with rice.
